‘The price bid by the contractor: 
suprised the architects. Sturgis 
Associates had guessed that the 
price would work out bout 90 
cents a cubic foot. The last build- 
ing they erected, in Duxbury, cost! 
85 cents a cubic foot, a year ago. 
‘The price for the new High School, 
in Wilmington, as revealed by bids, 
is going to be about 75 cents a 
cubic foot.

Black had started the discussion 
by referring to the proposal that 
Roue 62 be re-routed through the 
Colonial Acres real estate develop- 
ment. He epoke of the valuable 
property in the area, and noted a 
number of fine houses that would 
be affected, on Woburn street, 
Salem street, High street and Park 
street. 
lack proposed that instead of 
routing 62 through the new develop- 
ment it be routed up Concord str- 
-eet, or perhaps up Lowell street to 
the new highway, and then to turn 
off at Concord street. 

For many years in the past, “he 
said" we have endeavoured to have 
Route €2'on Concord street. It is 
the logical way for this route, the 
shortest route available, insfead of 
the present route. People in Wilm- 
ington and North: Reading find the 
Concord street route the easiest and 
most convenient. Salem street is 
the wrong route, and this will com- 
pound the error!"* 

Black proposed that the Wilming- 
ton Board of Selectmen get to- 
gether with the North Reading 
Board of Selectmen, and discuss 
the matter. “If this is properly 
done we can save the state half a 
1aillion dotlars, and the town sever- 
al hundred thousand dollars!” 

ployee Insurance 

The meeting had started with a 
discussion of Employee Insurance, 
with ‘Town Accountant Robert 
Peters. Peters told the Selectmen 
that a medical bill, for $114, cover- 
ing injuries in January of 1963 to 
Fireman Dewhtirst was not. cover- 
ed by the present insurance, and 
that for about $75 a year more this 
type of coverage could be had, 
from the same Company, or a total 
cost of about-$500 a year. Mrs, 
Drew proposed “Let's do it’ but 
Selectman Black looked up the law 
on the subject, and stated that it 
was not the business of the Select- 
men, but of the Town Manager. 

“A long time was spent in dis- 
cussing the sick leave status of 
Tom Sullivan, Tree Department 
Employee injured last week. Court- 
ney stated that he had been in- 
formed by Town Counsel Phillip 
Buzzell that sick leave can be pro- 
vided, because the Division of 
Accounts “is not rigi din inter 
Preting sick leave, providing that 
it is not @ gratuity. The TM also 
stated that he could have the sick 
leave “charged” agains hurricane 
Carol, because Sullivan had been 
working on a tree damaged in 
that storm, 

The Selectmen discussed the case 
spmpathetically, but the TM was 
warned that he should be sure of | 
himself—“‘better get it in writing 
from Buzzell, keep your skirts 
clean!” }
